The roof of the factory collapsed

Cause of the blast was not de- 


termined but firemen 
said

thought it was caused by the Igni- 
tion of fumes from celluloid stored 
In the rear of the plant.

for 1928 was placed at 72.- 
500 bales in the News' esti- 
mates. At the time this es-

was made it was 


thought to be considerably 
in .error by those in closa 
touch with the cotton situa- 
tion 
in Navarro 
county. 


However, 'it 
had already 


been published and there 
seemed to be nothing to do 
about it but wait for the ac- 
tual government figures. 


Now comes the govern- 


ment report on cotton gin- 
ned in Navarro county up 
to October 18, 1928. Up to 
this date the total had reach- 
ed 73,150 bales. These fig- 
ures would indicate that the 
winnings up to the present 
will reach welt over the 80,- 
000 bale mark and for the 
entire season Navarro coun- 
ty, will in all probability 
reach 85,000 bales or move.

It is a rare college term

Although the list of 
courses offered by Ameri- 
can universities now rival in 
number! of items the index 
of a mail order house cata- 
log, the invention of new 
courses proceeds at a fast 
and merry pace. 


New-fangled ideas in ed- 


ucation are anathema to a 
certain class of citizen, but 
with all .due respect to this 
opinion 
some 
university 


courses of recent inception 
seem as indispensable as the 
"three 3's." The surprising 
thing is that they are not al- 
ready of long standing. 


One of the newest of the 


new-fangled is the course 
'for "artist printers" being 
organized at Syracuse Uni- 
versity. The primary pur- 
pose of this course is the 
teaching of typography that 
will enable the graduate to 
satisfy Ihe artistic wants of 
the modern advertiser 
and 


publisher. 


This course has the op- 


portunity to restore printing 
to the artistic position it oc- 
cupied before 
typesetting 


and other machines spelled 
the doom of the artist print- 
er. Specimens of the early 
printing art are 
of great; 


value today, not altogether 
because of their antiquity 
and rarity, but because they 
possess real artistic merit. 


Modern 
demands 
have 


forced printers as a whole 
to work for production rath- 
er than for the creation of 
beauty in printing. But the 
field for the artist printer 
'still exists. ^ 


CONGRESS AND THE 


BUDGET. 


• Despite all that has been 


won by means of the federal 
budget, control by the ad- 
ministration 
of public ex- 


penditure is still imperfect. 
This has been thrust in the 
public face by every session 
of congress since adoption 
of the budget system. 
The evidence is plain that 
it is possible for a reckless 
or spendthrift congress com- 
pletely to disarrange all 
public finances and set at 
naught the work of the bud- 
get director and his bureau. 


Our defective system is of- 


ten contrasted to its disad- 
vantage with the British. In 


parliament all money bills 
are strictly under the control 
of government. Without its 
consent no grants can be vot- 
ed by the legislative body. 
Here the president, secre- 
tary of the treasury and 
budget director may recom- 
mend, but congress decides. 
The relationship is reversed. 


It is true, nevertheless, 


that a close study of the 
practical workings of the 
two systems will show that 
the results are, after all, not 
different as is often asserted. 
Democracy has ways of get- 
ting what it wants no matter 
under what outward forms. 
Complaints of governmental 
extravagance are as common 
in England as in the United 
States. The ministry at Lon- 
don is the creature of the 
house of commons, which 
means it has to consult the 
wishes of its members. Thus 
there is an indication that 
government control of fi- 
nance in England is not al- 
ways what it seems. Even 
there popular control has 
ways and means of forcing 
the final action. 


Usually, the complaints of 


governmental extravagance 
directed at congress are in- 
spired 
by appropriations 


taking money from the na- 
tion as a whole and giving it 
to some section fcr its pri- 
vate benefit. Here and here 
only 
the 
taxpayer 
feels 


there should be some check 
on the spenders of 
public 


funds. 


SPEEDIER AIR MAIL. 


•This country has at last 


reached the stage where it is 
ready to transport its ma:'l 
from the Atlantic coast to 
the Pacific on a regular 
twenty - four - hour sched- 
ule. According to an an- 
nouncement by the postof- 
fice department the trans- 
continental air-mail service 
is perpared to use a new 
type of plane that will aver- 
age a seised of 140 miles an 
hour. 
By flying day and 


night, that means the dis- 
tance between New York 
and San Francisco and be- 
tween New York and Los 
Angeles will easily be span- 
ned within a single day. 


Since the inauguration of 


the air mail about a decade 
ago there has been a pro- 
gressive increase in 
the 


speed of the service. In the 
beginning the planes did not 
average 
much more than 


seventy miles an hour and 
most of the flying was done 
by day. Later, night flying 
was started and faster planes 
were used. However, until 
the present program of the 
postoffice department was 
announced, the mail planes 
never averaged a speed of 
more than a hundred miles 
an hour on the transconti- 
nental flight. 
Hereafter 


that speed will be increased 
by approximately f o r t y 
miles an hour, enabling the 
transcontiental mail to reach 
its destination in seven few- 
er hours. 


Sped, of course, is 
the 


chief excuse for the air mail. 
The swifter the delivery, the 
greater the justification for 
sending mail by airplane 
rather than by train. Under 
the new schedule the trans- 
continental air-mail service 
will easily be the fastest in 
the world.

From 1910 to 1920 the 


population of the United 
States increased 15 per cent. 
If population should con- 
tinue to increase 15 per cent 
in each decade, in 1975 we 
should be a nation of some 
228,000,000 
people. But, 


according to a study made 
by the Scripps Foundation, 
Miami University, our popu- 
lation in that year will be 
only 175,000,000. 
That our rate of growth 


is becoming slower 
was 


demonstrated by the 
fact 


that the increase dropped 
from 21 per cent in the dec- 
ade 1900-1910 to 15 per 
cent in the following dec- 
ade. That it will probably 
continue to decrease seems 
evident if we consider but 
two factors—the diminish- 
ing birth-rate and the limits 
placed on immigration.

tion was made by Francis 
Bonynge.

HIGHER*NTEREST 


RATES. 


Here and there states and 


municipalities are 
experi- 


encing difficulty in bcfrrow- 
ing money for public im- 
provements at the low inter- 
est rates to which they have 
been accustomed. It is one 
of tl)e unfortunate conse- 
quences of directing capital 
to the stock market. 


One of the reasons for the 


annual deficit of the 
post- 


office department at Wash- 
ington and for the costliness 
of the federal government 
is the congressional frank. 
It costs the federal govern- 
ment $7,000,000 a year to 
deliver its own mail and the 
mail sent by members of 
congress under the franking 
privilege. 


The abuse of the frank- 


ing privilege has been com 
mented upon by 
postal 


heads ever since the organi- 
zation of the United States 
postoffice. It is a matter for 
discussion in every congres- 
sional session, 


On November 8, 1775, the 


Continental Congress 
de- 


creed that members of the 
congress were to receive the 
franking privilege. Abuses 
started at once, for the re- 
[port of Samuel Osgood, the 
' first 
postmaster 
general, 


expresses the opinion that 
"the franking of letters has 
been extended 
too far." 


That was in 1790. 
Almost 


every postal chief has re- 
peated the complaint. 


In 1803 the free mail was 


carried at a cost to the gov- 
ernment of $2,821.54. Thir- 
ty-two years later the cost 
was $1,500,000. It was about 
1854 that congress began 
voting the sum of $700,000 
per annum to the postoffice 
department for free mail. 
Ten times that amount is 
now needed. 
It is a common practice 


among.members of congress 
campaigning for re-election 
to mail campaign literature 
to their constituents at the 
government's expense. That 
in itself should be sufficient 
to defeat them. The voters 
could end this practice by 
defeating the offenders with 
regularity and c o n g r e s s 
could greatly cut the 
free 


mail cost and 
printing costs 
each 
federal 


government 
if it made 
department 


pay its postage out of its ap- 
propriation.

These victories are won in 


this manner: The circulator 
of false advertising agrees 
not to dp it any more. The 
commission agrees not to 
disclose his identity 
if 
he 


keeps his promise. There's 
handshaking all around and 
the scorekeeper chalks up a 
victory for righteousness. 


It is much the same as 


though a chief 
should announce 


of police 
that he is 


one of the greatest promot- 
ers of law and order because 
he has freed confessed crim- 
inals on their promise to 
commit no more 
crimes. 


Such an arrangement would 
be what the federal trade 
commission calls a "stipula- 
tion." 


This may be the bureau- 


crat's idea of a moral vic- 
tory, but it is doubtful that 
the commission's plan of ac- 
tion has the deterrent effect 
necessary if dishonest ad- 
vertising is to be abolished. 
Truthful advertising is not 
encouraged by promising the 
dishonest advertiser full par- 
don without punishment. 


The greatest ally and ser- 


vant of truthful advertising 
is the American p r e s s , 
which, as a whole, maintains 
an 
advertising censorship 


that protect the buying pub- 
lic against fraud and decep- 
tion.

I thank you.*' 


The student body broke into the 


song of his 
al 
mamater, "Hail. 


Stanford, Hail," and at the end it 
seemed that tears glistened In his 
eyes as he looked down upon the 
sea of youthful faces and then 
waved a good night to them. 


This demonstration ended elec- 


tion day for Hoover for at its con- 
clusion he had a night lunch and 
retired at 11:30 p. m. 


During the afternoon after 
he 


had cast his own vote, Hoover, na- 
turally showed some tenseness as 
he waited for the returns to begin 
trickling in, but once they began 
he was all business. For two hours 
he personally supervised their ar- 
rangebent upon the blackboards, 
frequently reading off to the tabu- 
lators—his close personal 
friends, 


Milton E. Esberg of San Francisco 
and Thomas C. Gregory of Palo Al- 
to—the figures contained 
in As- 


sociated Press dispatches received 
in his home over a special tele- 
graph wire. 


Later in the evening, moving pic- 


tures of his voting during the fore- 
noon were shown by the Paramount 
Pictures, Inc., and he appeared to 
watch these. His friends stood and 
applauded him 
and 
he quickly 


found himself a chair near the 
entrance arch, 
After the reel had 


been off, Hoover moved to one 
corner of the room to talk with a 
small group of friends and 
the 


others 
then 
got 
up and 
sang 


"America." 


The president-elect stood during 


the singing, but did not himself 
join in. 
Soon afterward he re- 


turned to his studio to receive mes- 
sages of congratulations from over 
the country and chat there with 
some of his intimates 
until time 


for the 
Stanford 
students and 


Sousa's band to stage their demon- 
stration, which was carried to the 
country over a nation-wide radio 
hookup.

austere. But year by year they go 
together to the grave which repre- 
sents their love and pride and pa- 
Iriotism and grief. 
That Is what tb'c was has meant 


to many millions; Only God, who 
once ga.ve His otity Son in sacrifi- 
cial service to a Cause, can under- 
stand how. .deep and deathless is 
the sorrow.of the. war's countless 
company of bereaved. This loss is 
too holy for hate. It calls only for 
the fulfillment ol the great sacri- 
fice, in a. remade world no longer 
cursed by war or by exploitation 
and tyranny and greed and injus- 
tice.

AUSTIN. Nov. 7.-(.TV-The Tex- 
as fee system of paying justices 
of the peace from fines and costs 
they collect, was declared unconsti- 
tutional today 
by the. court of 


'criminal appeals,1 because"the jus-- 
tlces have a "direct personal and 
pecuniary interest" In convictions. 


Tho ruling Is in line with one 


by the United "States supreme court 
which declared the munioipal fee 
system in Ohio, unconstitutional. 
Under the. decision today A. TC. 
Kelly of Nucccs county, .is ordered 
released 
from-• sheriff's 
custody, 


where he has been because 
of 


failure to pay a. ?1 fine and costs 
in justice of the peace. B. G. Mof- 
fett's court, at Corpus C'hrlstj. 
-...The low allowing justices to be 
paid 
from 
the proceeds of 
fine 


costs was held to be in contraven- 
tion of both the state and federal 
constitutions. 


Because of the hundreds of ju.i- 


tleea In Texas who have been paid 
for many years through fees, 'the 
decision will have a. far-reaching 
effect, and may Involve" the rights 
of other county officers to be paid 
through fees, if they have an in- 
terest in conviction. 


"Our 
duty is plain, we think, to 


declare that our statutory laws re- 


lating to a justice of the peace 
subject tire liberty of our citizens 
to the arbitrary judgment of. a 
judicial of-ficcr .who is disqualified 
because of a. direct personal and 
pecuniary 'interest, -and- that 
his 


judgment and all 
others of like 


character are void because of vio- 
•lation of.the provisions of 
both 


state and 
federal constitutions," 


the court held. 


The court suggested that "the 


present unconstitutional stalus of 
this ma.tt.or may be easily remedied 
by legislative 'enactment." 


Citing the passage from the state 


constitution which says, "no judge 
shall sit in any case wherein he 
may be interested.-" the court decid- 
ed that-thp- Corpus Christ! cases 
presented the "question- pointedly 
as to whether or not a Justice of 
the peace In Texas who receives 
fees if,a judgment, of conviction is 
e-ntrrrd. hut 
none 
otherwise, is 


qualiifed. 


As the federal constitutional pro- 


vision of depriving a defendant of 
"due process of law." by being sub- 
jected to ii. judgment depriving him 
of his liberty by a. Judicial officer 
who receives remuneration for his 
services only if a judgment of coii- 


victibn is entered,.was, considered, 
the court said. 
- . •• 


On this point the opinion declar- 


ed "it appears that the liberty of 
our citizens is subjected to 
the 


judgment of a court who IB .paid 
only if they are found guilty, who 
may take the place of the public 
prosecutor-in -the development of 
the evidence, who is Inhibited from 
righting .over one miscarriage of 
justice In his court,' and 
whose 


judgments are not subject to re- 
view by this court, unless the fine 
Imposed in the county court upon 
appeal exceeds .$100," adding that 
"while the- statu-te allows- a jury 
it places .in the power of the jus- 
tlcc.-of-the.peace the'right to-.con-., 
trol the introduction of evidence, 
including the right to rule on the 
relevancy and materiality of ques- 
tions propounded by himself."
